Text of Kep. Ocorce'B Bill of Interest to 


Lubor Union Men. 


Here is text, of the bill introduced by 


Eep. George of Harerhill to define con- 
tracts, of interest to labor men: 


Section 1. That it shall he unlawful for 


any employer of labor by himself.liis agent, 
clerk or servant, to require any employe 
or person seeking employment as a condi- 
tion of such lunployment or continuance 
therein, to make and enter into any con- 
tract oral or written, whereby such em- 
ploye or applicant, for employment shall de- 
posit or agree to deposit any" part of the 
•wages earned or to he earned, ic consider- 
ation of the giving of such employment, or 
shall contribu.te or agree to contribute di- 
rectly to any fund for charitable, social or 
beneficial purpose or purposes. 


Section 2. Ii shall be unlawful for any 


'such employer by himself, his agent, clerk 
or servant to deduct from the wages of any 
employe, directly or indirectly any part 
thereof, without the free and voluntary 
consent of su:h employe obtained without 
intimidation or fear of discharge for re- 
fusal to permit such deduction. 


Section 3. Any person who shall 
vio- 


late any provision of the first two sections 
of this act shall, upon conviction thereof, 
be pnnished by a fine of not less than fifty 
dollars and not more than one hundred 
dollars, for ei.cb offence. 


Section 4. 
All acts and parts of acts in- 


consistent wilh the provisions of this act 
»re hereby repealed.

comrades, and Myers was arrested, and is 
hold at the station to await tho result of 
tho injuries to La Pointo and his comrade. 


Myers, at the police station, admitted 


that ho had used the weapon and had 
knocked La Pointe 
and perhaps some 


others clown, but claimed that ho had 
done it in self-defense.

open at about last year's quotations. The 
demand for dress coeds 1ms been remark- 
ably satisfactory until, within two weeks, 
but has fallen off. Sales of wool, 6,236,715 
pounds, against 5,S!),j,500 two years ago, 
indicates hopefulness among manufactur- 
ers.

Corn hag risen 1% cants, and thougli re- 


ceipts nro bub little ovor half ofjlast year's, 
tho practical disappearance of the eiport 
domand, then large, counts for about as 
much. Little attention is paid to tho gov-

uls ac Van, Erzeroun. Sivna and Diarbe- 
kir have not boon published yet, but they 
confirm the most horrible statements. 


In addition t» the reports of Armenians 


and the Catholic ami Protestant mission- 
aries in Sossoun, we have testimony of 
Turkish regulars who took part in. the 
outrages, and who, sinffo their return, have 
bonsCed freely in pi?»lic places of their 
deeds. For Instance, one boasted that ho 
had. ripped open 20 pregnant women, while 
another declared tlmt ho took part in the 
massacre of girls and women in a church, 
their blood running in a stream from be- 
neath the door.

CONTRACT SYSTEM. 


Text of Kep. George's Bill of Intcroet to 


Lubor Union Men. 


Here is text of the bill introduced by 


Rep. George of ETaverhill lo define con- 
tracts, of interest to labor men: 


Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for 


any employer of labor by himself.liis agent, 
clerk or servant, lo require any employe 
or person seeking employment as a condi- 
tion of Buch.^employment or continuance 
therein, to make and enter into any con- 
tract oral or written, whereby sucb cm- 
ploje or applicant for employment shall de- 
posit or agree to deposit any part of the 
-wages earned or to be earned, in consider- 
arion of the giving of such employment, or 
shall contribute or r^ree to conlribiUe di- 
rectly to any fund for charitable, social or 
beneficial purpose or purpo^pa. 


Section 2. I: shnll be uolawful for any 


such employer by himself, his a^ent, clerk 
or servant to deduct from ihe wages of any 
employe, directly or indirectly any part 
thereof, without the free and voluntary 
consent of such employe obtained without 
intimidation or fear of discharge for re- 
fusal to permit such deduction. 


Section 3. Any person who shall vio- 


late any provision of the first two sections 
of th:s act shall, upon conviction thereof, 
be punished by a fine of not less than 
fifty 


dollars and not more than one hundred 
dollars, for each offence. 


Section 4. 
All acts and parts of acts in- 


consistent with the proviaions-of this act 
are hereby repealed.

The injured men were cared for by their
